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V iet Battle Deaths Up 

SAIGON, Nov. 7 (AP)— Combat casualties in Vietnam 
increased last week, the U.S. and South Vietnamese com- 
mands reported today, but they still were at a lower level 
than during the heavier fighting earlier in the year. 

The American death toll last week was 150. 

She week included only 27 hours of the halt in the 
bombing of North Vietnam that went into effect at 9 p.m. 
Friday. But there had been little aggressive enemy action 
in South Vietnam for more than a month, and the U.S. 
Command said the bombing halt would be accompanied 
by no curtailment of U.S. and allied operations in South 
Vietnam. 

[The Pentagon reported that 38 American servicemen 
died as a result of aocidents and other causes not at- 
tributable to enemy action during the reporting period. 
The total of nonhostile deaths in the war is 4807.]
